I move that House Bill 1001 be amended to read as follows:

(C) the total amount of property taxes imposed for the stated assessment year by the taxing units of the33
county under the authority of IC 12-1-11.5 (repealed), IC 12-2-4.5 (repealed) IC 12-19-5 or IC 12-20-24;34
minus35
(D) the total amount of property taxes to be paid during the stated assessment year that will be used to pay36
for interest or principal due on debt that:37

(i) is entered into after December 31, 1983;38
(ii) is not debt that is issued under IC 5-1-5 to refund debt incurred before January 1, 1984; and39
(iii) does not constitute debt entered into for the purpose of building, repairing, or altering school40
buildings for which the requirements of IC 20-5-52 were satisfied prior to January 1, 1984; minus41

(E) the amount of property taxes imposed in the county for the stated assessment year under the authority42
of IC 21-2-6 or any citation listed in IC 6-1.1-18.5-9.8 for a cumulative building fund whose property tax43
rate was initially established or reestablished for a stated assessment year that succeeds the 1983 stated44
assessment year; minus45
(F) the remainder of:46

(b) The billing and collection of the maintenance charges as provided for in subsection (a) shall be made41
by the superintendent of the home based on the per capita cost for the preceding fiscal year. All money collected42
shall be deposited in a fund to be known as the Indiana soldiers' and sailors' children's home maintenance fund.43
The fund shall be used by the state health commissioner for the:44

(1) preventative maintenance; and45
(2) repair and rehabilitation;46
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of buildings of the home that are used for housing, food service, or education of the children of the home.1
(c) The superintendent of the home may, with the approval of the state health commissioner, agree to accept2

payment at a lesser rate than that prescribed in subsection (a). The superintendent of the home shall, in3
determining whether or not to accept the lesser amount, take into consideration the amount of money that is4
necessary to maintain or support any member of the family of the child. All agreements to accept a lesser amount5
are subject to cancellation or modification at any time by the superintendent of the home with the approval of6
the state health commissioner.7

(d) A person who has been issued a statement of amounts due as maintenance charges may petition the8
superintendent of the home for a release from or modification of the statement and the superintendent shall9
provide for hearings to be held on the petition. The superintendent of the home may, with the approval of the10
state health commissioner and after the hearing, cancel or modify the former statement and at any time for due11
cause may increase the amounts due for maintenance charges to an amount not to exceed the maximum cost as12
determined under subsection (a).13

(e) The superintendent of the home may arrange for the establishment of a graduation or discharge trust14
account for a child by arranging to accept a lesser rate of maintenance charge. The trust fund must be of15
sufficient size to provide for immediate expenses upon graduation or discharge.16

(f) The superintendent may make agreements with instrumentalities of the federal government for17
application of any monetary awards to be applied toward the maintenance charges in a manner that provides a18
sufficient amount of the periodic award to be deposited in the child's trust account to meet the immediate19
personal needs of the child and to provide a suitable graduation or discharge allowance. The amount applied20
toward the settlement of maintenance charges may not exceed the amount specified in subsection (a).21

(g) The superintendent of the home may do the following:22
(1) Investigate, either with the superintendent's own staff or on a contractual or other basis, the financial23
condition of each person liable under this chapter.24
(2) Make determinations of the ability of:25

(A) the estate of the child;26
(B) the legal guardian of the child; or27
(C) each of the responsible parents of the child;28

to pay maintenance charges.29
(3) Set a standard as a basis of judgment of ability to pay that shall be recomputed periodically to do the30
following:31

(A) Reflect changes in the cost of living and other pertinent factors.32
(B) Provide for unusual and exceptional circumstances in the application of the standard.33

(4) Issue to any person liable under this chapter statements of amounts due as maintenance charges,34
requiring the person to pay monthly, quarterly, or otherwise as may be arranged, an amount not exceeding35
the maximum cost as determined under this chapter.36

(B) For school years beginning after June 30, 1997, property tax levies.36
(C) For school years beginning after June 30, 1997, excise tax revenue (as defined in IC 21-3-1.7-2)37
received for deposit in the calendar year in which the school year begins.38
(D) For school years beginning after June 30, 1997, allocations to the transferee school under39
IC 6-3.5.40

STEP THREE: Determine the greater of:41
(A) zero (0); or42
(B) the result of subtracting the STEP TWO amount from the STEP ONE amount.43

If a child is placed in an institution or facility in Indiana under a court order, the institution or facility shall44
charge the county office of the county of the student's legal settlement under IC 12-19-7 division of family and45
children for the use of the space within the institution or facility (commonly called capital costs) that is used46
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to provide educational services to the child based upon a prorated per student cost.1
(c) Operating costs shall be determined for each class of school where a transfer student is enrolled. The2

(1) the cost of the special equipment; divided by14

(A) the useful life of the special equipment, as determined under the rules adopted by the Indiana16
state board of education; multiplied by17
(B) the number of students using the special equipment during at least part of the school year.18

(e) When an item of expense or cost described in subsection (c) cannot be allocated to a class of school, it19
shall be prorated to all classes of schools on the basis of the pupil enrollment of each class in the transferee20
corporation compared to the total pupil enrollment in the school corporation.21

(f) Operating costs shall be allocated to a transfer student for each school year by dividing:22
(1) the transferee school corporation's operating costs for the class of school in which the transfer student23
is enrolled; by24

When a transferred student is enrolled in a transferee corporation for less than the full school year of pupil26
attendance, the transfer tuition shall be calculated by the portion of the school year for which the transferred27
student is enrolled.

(c) To the extent that the personnel, agreements and other obligations, and records and other39
property of a county office are not the personnel, agreements and other obligations, and records and other40
property of the division, after December 31, 1999, the:41

(1) personnel;42
(2) agreements and other obligations; and43
(3) records and other property;44

of a county office of family and children on December 31, 1999, shall be treated as the personnel,45
agreements and other obligations, and records and other property of the division of family and children.46
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(d) After December 31, 1999, a court order issued before January 1, 2000, and requiring or1
authorizing a county office of family and children to take an action shall be treated as an order requiring2
or authorizing the division of family and children to take the action. However, this subsection does not3
authorize the division of family and children to impose a property tax levy.4

(e) After December 31, 1999:5
(1) trust funds administered by; and6
(2) wardships and guardianships granted to;7

a county office of family and children before January 1, 2000, shall be administered by the division of8
family and children.9

(f) The following funds are abolished:10
(1) State medical assistance to wards fund.11
(2) The state welfare fund.12
(3) Institution clothing fund established under IC 12-24-6-1 (repealed by this act).13

Unallotted money in a fund described in this subsection on December 31, 1999, shall on January 1, 2000,14
be transferred to an account in the state general fund.15

(g) The unallotted balances on December 31, 1999, of any trust fund established under IC 12-19-1-15,16
as repealed by this act, shall be transferred to an appropriate trust fund under the administration of the17
division of family and children. The amount transferred shall be used only in a manner consistent with18
the intention of the donor of the property and for the following purposes:19

(1) For the benefit of a home or an institution in which dependent or neglected children are cared20
for under the supervision of the county office.21
(2) For the benefit of children who are committed to the care or supervision of the county office.22

SECTION 63. [EFFECTIVE JULY 1, 1999] (a) As used in this SECTION, "committee" refers to the23
human services committee.24

(b) The human services committee is established. The committee consists of twenty (20) members as25
follows:26

(1) Four (4) members of the senate finance committee to be appointed by the president pro tempore27
of the senate.28
(2) Four (4) members of the senate finance committee to be appointed by the minority leader of the29
senate.30
(3) Six (6) members of the house ways and means committee to be appointed by the speaker of the31
house of representatives.32

(c) A member appointed under this SECTION serves at the pleasure of the appointing authority. If35
a vacancy exists on the committee, the vacancy shall be filled by the person who made the original36
appointment.37

The38
chairperson of the committee serves at the pleasure of the chairman of the legislative council.39

(e) The committee shall meet at least eight (8) times each year. The chairperson shall call the first40
meeting of the committee before August 31, 1999.41

(f) The committee shall provide for the introduction of legislation in the 2000 and 2001 regular42
sessions of the general assembly to do the following:43

(1) Make appropriate changes to references in statutes that are required by this act.44
(2) Revise and consolidate the statutes relating to the reorganization of county offices of family and45
children under this act.46

the committee to take action on any measure, including final reports.4

(j) The committee shall issue:8
